Disposal Plant Must Be Built, 
and Ontario Council Seeks 
Local Attitude 





Upland city representatives were 
told last night by the Ontario city 
council that it is necessary for a 
sewage disposal plant.to be built 
due to recent legislation and the 
entire matter of handling sewage 
of the two cities was informally 
discussed. 

Under an agreement made be- 
tween the two cities in 1917, On- 
tario is to take care of the Up- 
land sewage until 1941 and an op- 
tion in the contract permits Up- 
; land to extend this agreement. for 
24 years. This agreement was 
read iast night by an Ontario rep- 
resentative. 

Upland’s official attitude may be 
decided at a meeting of the local 
city council tonight. As the con- 
tract now reads, however, the Up- 
land sewage is to be taken care 
of for the next 32 years. 

At. present, Ontario is disposing 
of the sewage from the two cities 
on a large tract south of Ontario. 
The new state legislation makes it 
incumbent on Ontario to treat the 
sewage, but whether Upland will 
assist is not known. 

Construction of a modern sew- 
age disposal plant would cost many 
thousands of dollars and money 
for the project is said to be avail- 
able from federal funds. After the 
attitude of the Upland council is 
officially learned, Ontario council- 
men are scheduled to decide on 
future plans for the undertaking.
